President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 
7:00 p.m. and led us in the Pledge of Allegiance to the 
Flag. We ate our potluck dinner before starting the 
business meeting. For main courses, Ken Spindler 
brought a large homemade lasagna, and the president 
brought plenty of KFC fried chicken. Other members 
brought a large salad, side dishes, and lots of desserts 


to share. 16 members were in attendance. Treasurer 
Ken Spindler presented his report. Our ending balance 
for November was $1,557.22. The donation auction in 
November brought in $241.00, which was given to 
Ginny to purchase coin gifts for our Installation dinner 
next month. Ken expressed concern about how close 
our checking account balance is to the $1500 
minimum we need to avoid being charged a monthly 
$12 fee. He pointed out that dues will bring that 
figure up.

Members were reminded of the Oceanside-Carlsbad

Show & Tell — Mike Shaw just received the medal he 
brought in tonight. It is a medal that was issued to 
emergency responders, such as_ policemen and 
firemen, to put out the fire and to rescue people 
caught in the New York Holland Tunnel fire of May 13, 
1949. The tunnel was closed for only three days after 
a truck driver drove his vehicle loaded with 55-gallon 
drums of a highly flammable material that was 
prohibited in the tunnel, and one of the drums fell off 
the truck and ignited the rest. 66 people were injured 
and one firefighter died months later of injuries 
suffered in this disaster. 

Dorothy Baber reported that she and daughter, Vicki 
just got back from visiting London. She did not realize 
that their visit would take place on “Remembrance 
Day.” The English go all out to honor the British killed 
during WWI. There were 888,246 people killed. Mike 
Shaw said that figure represented 1 in 50 occupants of 
the British Isles at the time. 888,246 ceramic poppies 
were "planted" around the Tower of London. Queen 
Elizabeth planted the last one. The poppies were then 
sold to raise money for military service charities. 
Dorothy wanted to buy one, but they were all spoken 
for. She said the streets were jammed with so many 
people, she was very glad they were on a bus.

We adjourned at 7:40 p.m.

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MINUTES OF MEETING FEB. 3, 2015 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:15 and 
led the Pledge of Alligiance to the Flag. Treasurer Ken Spindler 
was asked to present his report. He presented two reports, 
from December and January. Our new balance is $1,466.43. 
Ken noted that we voted to donate $25 to the ANA National 
Money Show in Portland, Oregon at the Installation dinner. 
Ginny covered the upcoming ANA events: National Money 
Show in Portland, Oregon March 5-7; ANA Road Show in 
Dalton, GA on April 17; National Coin Week April 19-25, theme 
“Building Tomorrow's: Inspirations and Innovations at World’s 
Fairs”; and ANA World’s Fair of Money Chicago, Illinois August 
11-15, 2015. She reminded all that the CSNA Symposium date 
is April 11 at the Long Beach Airport Holiday Inn. Details of 
the bus trip will be covered at the Council meeting Feb. 7. We 
had 17 members present. 


There was no old business. 


Vice President Chris Dinanno brought in sign-up sheets for 
program and refreshment volunteers. 

The president asked for a count of the members who want to 
order the silver 2015 Coinarama medals and came up with 16. 


Show & Tell — Mike Shaw displayed an extremely rare white- 
metal medal honoring Captain William Lewis Herndon and 
commemorating the 1857 sinking of the mail ship SS Central 
America, which was loaded with California gold. The ship 
went down in a hurricane, and the Captain lost his life, but he 
managed to organize the rescue of some of the passengers, 
mainly women and children, and a few crewmen. Over 400 
passengers lost their lives. The Commonwealth of Virginia 
issued a gold medal to Herndon's widow because he was a 
"native son" of that state. Only a very few bronze medals 
were made for presentations, and white metal pieces appear 
to be even more rare. This medal is listed as #49 in the Q. 
David Bowers book 100 Most Popular U.S. Medals and Tokens. 


Jack Hook brought in his large Plexiglas display of different 
types of U.S. silver dollars, and two well-worn notes from the 
1860s including the second type of $1 bill issued, and an uncut 
sheet of $5 bills. One of the silver dollars was dated 1795. He 
bought them in good faith, only later to test them with a 
magnet. Sure enough, they stuck to the magnet. He says he 
now always carries a magnet when he is buying coins. 


Ken Spindler brought in his latest acquisitions, a Mexican 8 
reales which had been completely hollowed out, probably to 
steal the silver, then refilled with lead. He brought his 


Collection of French Revolution coins and tokens that were 
made into something else, because he just bought 2 new 
ones. Ken thinks most of them were used as machine parts. 
He also brought in two “convict boxes,” one a large French 
Rev. copper coin and the other a crown-size French Rev. 
copper token, that had been hollowed out apparently to 
conceal gold coins inside. Ken keeps an old French gold coin 
in the smaller (coin) one. The one made from a token is gold 
plated inside. The two sides of it fit so tightly together that it 
was very hard to pry them apart without causing damage. Ken 
is storing a note with the two separated sides, to never 
reassemble it again. 


Bill Perrin brought in his large collection of Philippine currency 
j since 1941, including Japanese Invasion currency, which was 

) spurned by the Filipinos, so many provinces and towns issued 

: their own currency. He had many examples, but noted that 
there were hundreds of different issues. Some guerrilla forces 
| issued their own currency too, but one caught with it could be 
) killed by the Japanese, so it is very scarce. 


} Ralph Munoz brought in a counterfeit U.S. trade dollar he 

{ bought at the recent Oceanside-Carlsbad coin show. He 

| bought it as a fake. He believes it was probably a 

| contemporary counterfeit, intended to pass for real, and it 
) looks like it did circulate. 


| Terry Higgins lives in the boyhood home of baseball’s 
renowned player, Ted Williams. He has read several books on 
i Ted and discovered that he collected gold and colonial coins. 

i Terry purchased a 1926 $10 gold piece to honor Ted. 


The president:asked Dave Corcoran to report on the recent 
Long Beach Coin Show. Dave said that the U.S. Mint sold out 
of the new issue honoring the U.S. Marshals Service. 


Ralph Munoz brought in some Girl Scout cookies and Chris 
Dinanno brought.in other cookies. 


Ken Spindler reported that he went with Ken Berger and his 
(Ken B's) brother to the Map & Atlas Museum of La Jolla, 
mostly to see the exhibit of Gold Rush maps and memorabilia, 
and really enjoyed it. Ken Berger may be able to get another 
special appointment date for us and will advise. 


The winners of the drawing coins were Fred Meyers (3), Kay 
Lenker, Dave Jones (3), Dave Corcoran, Bill Perrin, and Ken 
Spindler. 


Ginny announced that Bob Fritsch was delighted that he won 
the Participation Prize drawn at the banquet meeting. It was a 


4-02. silver ingot.

| anniversaries of both the opening of the Panama Canal and 

the Panama-California Expo in San Diego's Balboa Park. Ken 
again had his “convict” boxes from the French Revolutionary 

period that Ken believes were made to conceal gold coins 

| inside the hollowed out coin and token. One of them is 
incredibly hard to open, once snapped together. 

Guest William Swoger displayed the beautiful book he worked 

on for 13 years entitled “National Commemorative Medals of 

the United States”. He also had a colorful booklet he wrote 

and self-published on Spanish Colonial gold 8 escudo coins 

from 1761 that were holed and plugged and countermarked 

“16” over the King’s eye, to circulate in the U.S. 

Jim Hunt was brought a book written by Don Kagin, which Don 

sent him as a thank-you, “Profit from Gold and Rare Coins 
Now”. Jim said the book is full of useful information about 


investing wisely in coins. 


Mike Shaw brought in a bronze medal from Peru 
commemorating the completion of the railway line from 
Callao (the Port of Lima) to La Oroya, high in the Andes 
Mountains. The medal specifically names Henry Meiggs, an 
American, as the contractor who built the railway, an amazing 
engineering feat. Meiggs had a somewhat checkered financia 
career while living in the U.S. prior to emigrating to Peru (and{ 
being chased out of San Francisco by the Sheriff). 

We broke for refreshments brought in by Ellen Hunt, and the 
reconvened for Chris Dinanno’s talk. 


Chris Dinanno presented his talk on "Foreign Coins 
Manufactured in the U.S." The first coin was issued for 
Venezuela in 1876. There are over 1,100 coins, with even 
more varieties. After his talk, which was most informative, 


Chris distributed copies of a list summarizing the coins. 
Ginny announced that for our meeting raffle she will offer a 
50/50 drawing as well as regular drawing coins. Winners of 
the drawing coins were Terry Higgins, Jim Hunt, Dave Jones

The medal he brought tonight 
was issued by the Agricultural and 
Mechanical Society of Shelby County, 
Tennessee, for Best Display of Plain 
Candies. It is housed in its original, but 
broken, box. 


Jim Wells was awarded the “Best Article 
in TCN for 2014” for his entry 


“Bicentennial of a Bodacious Battle.” He 
reminded us that his great-great-great 
grandfather died of injuries on April 9, 
1815 - 200 years ago Thursday - incurred 
in the Battle of New Orleans during the 
War of 1812. Jim believes that his 
relative may have been the last casualty 
of the War of 1812. His relative's story 
inspired him to learn about the War of 
1812. 

Jim Hunt also brought in his award given 
to him by NASC.

MEETING AUGUST 4, 2015 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to 
order at 6:15 and led us in the Pledge of 
Allegiance. He welcomed all. Reading of 
the minutes was waived because they had 
appeared in the Bulletin. Treasurer Ken 
Spindler presented his report, showing a 
balance of $1,477.65. There were 17 in 
attendance. Ginny reported that the NASC 
Golden State Coin Show will be in Arcadia 
on Aug. 22-23, and the CSNA Show will be 
November 21-22 at the Long Beach Airport 
Holiday Inn, Rt. 405 & Lakewood Blvd. in 
Long Beach. The ANA World’s Fair of Money 
is Aug. 11-15, in Chicago. 


Jim Hunt reported on Saturday morning's 
Council meeting. He noted that Medals 
Chairman Chris Dinanno was asked to 
contact Balboa Park museum gift shops and 
the Marston House gift shop to see if they 
would be interested in selling or buying 
2015 Coinarama medals. Chris is to seek 
advice from the Council's executive 
committee if he needs to negotiate a deal 
involving discounts. A decision on 
sharing of Coinarama 2015 profits among 
the Coudnci! clubs.<was ‘put off until it is 
determined how much money is needed to 
make required down payments to the 
Scottish Rite Event Center to reserve the 
show dates we want in 2017 and 2018. All 
Council clubs received at least the 
minimum number of required participation 
points. 


There was no old business. Greg Knox 
offered to assist Vice President Chris 
Dinanno in finding speakers for our future: 
meetings. Dave Jones offered to bring 
refreshments in September. 


Under new business, Ken Spindler stated 
that just last night, NASC Corresponding 
Secretary Harold Katzman offered to take a 
train down to San Diego today for 
tonight's meeting, so he could personally 
push for more last-minute sales of Golden 


State Coin Show gold drawing tickets. Ken 
led a last effort to sell more gold 
drawing tickets, and had quite a nice 
response. He was able to sell enough 
tickets to qualify the club for a bonus of 
24 drawing chances donated by NASC as an 
incentive, to be named to the club. 


Our theme tonight was Coinarama wrap-up. 
Vice President Chris Dinanno started the 
“Show & Tell” by asking Jim Wells what he 
found at Coinarama. Jim reported that he 
made a serendipitous acquisition: a medal 
dedicated to John Paul Jones, a Scot who 
sailed for the U.S. on a French ship 
presented to the fledgling U.S. by the 
King of France because of Benjamin 
Franklin’s entreaties. Jim gave us a 
quick history of the extensive and 
surprising naval career of John Paul 
Jones, and then the saga of what happened 
‘to his remains after he died. 


Terry Higgins brought in his new March of 
Dimes commemorative proof set featuring 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt and Dr. 
Jonas Salk on the obverse. The set 
includes not only the commemorative 
dollar, but also a reverse-proof dime and 
a proof dime minted at West Point. 


Ginny was delighted to find a new source 
of Canadian Colonial tokens and purchased 
several high-grade ones from the dealer. 


Ken Spindler obtained three scarce 1800's 
copper tokens from Frankfurt, Germany, 
from German coins dealer Ron Guth. The 
series was nicknamed “Jew Pennies,” 
because Jewish merchants were blamed for 
the fact that the tokens were underweight 
for standard coinage. There are 14 
catalogued types of them total, and Ken 
now has 7 of them. Some of them bore 
phony dates and fanciful denominations, to 
avoid being labeled counterfeits. Ken 
also brought in his collection of Russian

as jewelry.

REFRESHMENTS — DAVE JONES 
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SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
MEETING SEPTEMBER 01, 2015 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order at 6:20 
pm and led us in the Pledge of Alligiance. There were 
eleven members present. Guest Mike Keary joined the 
club tonight. The minutes were not read aloud because 
they had been printed in the club bulletin. Ken Spindler 
presented his treasurer’s report, which showed a balance 
of $1,559.15. He reported that during August the club 
received $64.00 from sales of NASC Golden State Coin 
Show gold drawing tickets: $41.50 from the tickets sold at 
the August club meeting, plus our $22.50 share of the 
money retained for the tickets sold by Andrew Woodruff 


at last year's and this year’s Coinaramas. All of that 
money has now been divided between the 5 NASC 
member clubs which were in the Council both years. 


Ken reported that Joyce Kuntz called him earlier today 
seeking a Recording Secretary for the California State 
Numismatic Association. Ken declined but is spreading 
the word in case any CSNA member in the club may be 
willing to serve in that capacity. 


Ken also reported that our club won two gold coins at the 
GSCS - a 1/20 oz. Canada 2015 Maple Leaf, and a 1906 
Austria 10 corona, which Ken thinks is probably an unc. 
It has .098 oz. gold and catalogs at $175.00 in XF and 
$195.00 in MS 60. Ken asked the members present to 
consider what we should do with them. He reminded 
everyone that the club still needs a bit more money in its | 
checking account to qualify for a free account, so he 
would like to see us raise funds for the club with one or 
both of them, rather than give them away as raffle prizes: 


Based on a proposal made during the ensuing discussion, 
Ken made a motion that we place both gold coins in the 
donation auction in November, with opening bids 
consistent with their bullion or catalog values. This will 
allow all members to get an equal chance to purchase 
them for favorable prices. Bill Perrin seconded the 
motion and it passed unanimously. 


Show & Tell - Mike Shaw wasn't able to attend our 
August meeting, where we talked about what we bought 
at Coinarama, so he brought his special Coinarama 
acquisitions to show off tonight. He brought in 2 
beautiful copper medals issued by the American 
Numismatic Society, one very large one, about 3” or 4” 
diameter, commemorated the opening of the New 
Theatre of New York in 1909. The other medal was 
considerably smaller. It was issued to commemorate the 
50' year of the ANS in 1908. 


Dave Jones brought in a plastic-encased set of 2015 Japan 
100 yen coins that he just received from the Japan Mint. 
The coins commemorate the 50 anniversary of the bullet 
train. Each coin shows a different train on one side and 
an oncoming train on the other side. 


Jim Wells brought in replicas of the 1896 "Educational 
Series" silver certificates, which many collectors consider 
to be the most beautiful paper money ever issued by the 
».5. 


Guest speaker Andrew Woodruff brought in several 
National Bank Notes. Some of them were quite scarce or 
rare. Although they were in worn condition to differing 
degrees, Andrew was very happy just to be able to 
acquire them. He gave a very informative program using 


PowerPoint starting with a brief history of National 
Currency. This system began when President Lincoln 
signed the National Bank Act of 1863. The reliability of 
circulating paper money materially improved because 
the new notes that were issued were secured both by 
bonds held on deposit by the Federal Government, and 
by the minimum reserves required to be maintained by 
the banks to issue the notes. His talk was enjoyed by all. 
Andrew announced that he will continue the same talk at 
the upcoming Paper Money Club meeting on Thursday, 
September 10, in the same meeting place and same time 
as tonight's meeting. 


We broke for refreshments brought in by Dave Jones, 3 
different pound cakes. 


We reconvened for the drawing. Drawing coins were 
won by Mike Keary (3), Ginny (2), Bill Perrin, Dave Jones |

Jim Hunt - The California Gold Rush 


REFRESHMENTS — GINNY BOURKE 
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SAN DIEGO NUMISMATIC SOCIETY 
MEETING OCTOBER 6, 2015 


President Dave Jones called the meeting to order 
at 6:15 p.m. and led the Pledge of Allegiance to 
the flag. He welcomed all. We had one guest, 
John Beyerle, who collects bust half dollars and 
Indian cents. We dispensed with reading the 
minutes of the last meeting because they were 
printed in the Bulletin. Ken Spindler presented 
his treasurer’s report, showing a balance of 
$1,581.15. We received no correspondence in 
the last month. Ginny pointed out that Jim Wells 
just had his article about the Great Seal of the 
United States published in the current 7CN. Jim, 


who was present, briefly summarized the scope of 
his article for us. 


Ginny reported that the CSNA will hold their coin 
show at the Long Beach Airport Holiday Inn, 2640 
N. Lakewood Blivd., on November 21 & 22. The 
next ANA shows will be in Dallas in March 2016 
and in Anaheim, August 9-13, 2016.

The president asked if we all want to have our 
installation dinner at Marie Calender’s as last 
year. The motion was carried unanimously. Ken 
Spindler will make the arrangements. The date 
he will aim for will be January 5, 2016. 


The president asked the officers if they are willing 
to continue in their offices for the next year. The 
only change was that Ginny will take over as the 
sole Secretary. The 1-year Board members who 
would normally go out of office, Bill Perrin and 
Ralph Munoz, will be asked to continue as a Board 


members for a 3-year stint. Bill Perrin agreed to 
stay on the Board. Greg Knox will assist Vice 
President Chris Dinanno as needed to obtain 
speakers for our meetings. Chris said that he has 
a speaker in mind for the installation dinner and 
will ask that person soon. 


The December meeting will be our potluck dinner. 
Ken Spindler will bring a large homemade lasagna 
and Diane Barbieri will bring chicken. Other 
members should bring dishes to share, and their 
own silverware and plates. Coffee will be 
provided. 


Ken Spindler presented Jim Wells with the Kay 
Edgerton Lenker Award engraved silver plate for 
his Best of Show-winning exhibit at 2015 
Coinarama. The plate is starting to get filled by 
the names. 


SHOW & TELL - Mike Shaw brought in the very 
first medal struck in California as a State, in 
1852, which was issued to remember Henry Clay, 
who had just died. It is small. He also brought in 
several medals issued to volunteers for the War 
with Mexico under President Polk. These medals 
are very scarce. He had one medal issued to a 
volunteer from New York, a state medal issued to 
a volunteer from the "Palmetto State” (South 
Carolina), and an extremely scarce city medal 
issued to a volunteer from the City of Charleston, 
SC. He also had a large specimen medal in 


bronze that is even rarer than the volunteer 
medals. 


Jim Hunt spoke on the California Gold Rush. He 
started by saying that besides adding to the 
nation’s supply of native gold, the gold rush also 
led to populating the entire West. Once the 
discovery of gold was verified by President Polk in 
his message to Congress, the gold rush was on in 
earnest. People from all over the world who were 
seeking an opportunity to improve their lot in life 
descended on California. He described the 
Original discovery by James Marshall and the 
effect on land baron John Sutter. He then told of 
transportation to the new bonanza by land and by 
sea. He further told of the inflated prices charged 
the Argonauts when they arrived in California and 
the eventual fortunes of merchants vs. the 
miners. As the numbers of miners increased and 
the gold became more difficult to find, the 
Americans turned on the foreign miners and 
oppressed them. He then reiterated the story 
about a Georgia slave who ran a gold mining 
operation. Following a description of how crime 
was handled, he delved into the need for a 
medium of exchange which evolved into the work 
of private coiners to fill the demand. Then he 
went on to tell how the establishment of a U.S. 
Assay Office and a U.S. Mint eventually led to the 
demise of private coinage. He then went on to 
describe the aftermath of the gold rush and its 
affect on the California of today. The entire 


presentation was filled with antidotes of events of 
interest during the gold rush era. 


We broke for refreshments. Ginny Bourke served 
cookies. 


Drawing coins were won by Dave Jones, Bill Perrin 
(2), John Beyerle (2), Diane Barbieri, Ginny 
Bourke (2), Mike Shaw and Ken Spindler.
